REMARKS 

I. Introduction 

In response to the Office Action dated August 27, 2003, claims 23 and 30 have been 
amended. Claims 1-33 remain in the application. Re-examination and re-consideration of the 
application is requested. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

In paragraph (7), the Office Action indicates that the subject matter of claims 1-22 are 
allowed. 

III. Drawings 

FIG. 10 has been amended to recite that the second program guide information is broadcast 
on the first service channel on the second signal. Replacement and Annotated drawing sheets are 
enclosed. 

IV. Claim Amendments 

In the interest of expedited prosecution, claim 23 has been amended to be consistent with 
the scope of allowable claims 1, 9, and 16. The Applicants believe that claim 23 is allowable over the 
art of record for the same reasons as claims 1, 9, and 16. 

The Applicant has also amended claim 23 to cure the claim reference error identified by the 
Office Action.
